An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 

and/or additions be unacceptable to Applicants, an amendment may be filed as 

provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this Examiner's Amendment was given in a telephone interview 

with Mae Joanne Rosok on December 5 and December 8, 2006. 
The present title is deleted and - - 

Methods of treating Secretory Diarrhea Using Cystic Fibrosis Transmembrane 
Conductance Regulator Protein Inhibitors - is inserted therefor. 

In the present Abstract, line 3, "the study and treatment of CFTR-mediated 
diseases and conditions" is deleted and - treating secretory diarrhea - is inserted 
therefor. On line 6, after "diluents", the rest of the Abstract, i.e., lines 6-12, are deleted . 

In claim 1 , line 1 , - secretory diarrhea in - is inserted after "treating". The rest 
of the claim, including formula I and formula Ic, is deleted in its entirety. Following 
"treating secretory diarrhea in" - a subject, comprising administering to the subject a 
therapeutically effective amount of a compound, wherein the compound is: - is 
inserted . Then, the six compounds depicted in claim 19, including punctuation, are 
inserted . Upon entry of this amendment, claim 1 is: 

A method of treating secretory diarrhea in a subject, comprising administering to 
the subject a therapeutically effective amount of a compound, wherein the compound is 
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Claims 2, 3, 8-14, 19, 46, 50-55, 59 and 60 are canceled .
